S.R.O. 282. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian 
Ordnance Factories (Recruitment and Conditions of Service 
of Class TIT Personnel) Rules, -1956, published with the 
Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Defence No. S.R.O. 4. dated the 4th January, 1956, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These Rules may be 
called the Indian Ordnance Factories (Recruitment and Con- 
ditions of Sendee of Class III Personnel) Amendment Rules, 
1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of October, 


2. Substitution of rule 5. — In the Indian Ordnance Fac- 
tories (Recruitment and Conditions of Service of Class 111 
Personnel) Rules, 1956 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
rules), for rule 5, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“5. Vacancies in the post of Supervisor Grade ‘B’ shall be 
filled in the following manner, namely : — 

(a) 20 per cent by appointment of direct recruits. 

(b) 80 per cent by promotion in accordance with the 

provisions of rule 8." 

3. Insertion of new rule 5A. — After rule 5 of the said 
rules, the following rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

‘5A. Vacancies in the post of Supervisor Grade 'A’ shall 
be filled in the following manner, namely : — 

(a) 20 per cent by appointment of qualified trainees 

recruited and trained in accordance with the 
training Schemes framed by the Director General 
with the approval of the Government failing which 
by appointment of direct recruits, 

(b) 80 per cent by promotion in accordance with the 
provisions of rule 8." 


4, Substitution of rule 6,- — For nile 6 of the said rules, 
the following rule shall be substituted, namely : — 

“6. Vacancies in the Grade of Chargeman Grade II shall 
be filled in the following manner, namely : — 
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(a) 20 per cent by appointment of qualified trainees 

recruited and trained in accordance with the 
training Schemes framed by the Director General, 
with the approval of the Government failing which 
by appointment of direct recruits. 

(b) 80 per cent by promotion in accordance with the 
provisions of rule 8." 

J, Amendment of rule 13.— In rule 13 of the said rules, 
for the words and figures, "rule 5, 6 and 11", the words 
and figures “rule 5, 5A, 6 and 11” shall be substituted. 

6. Omission of Appendix B.— Appendix 'B' of the said 
rules shall be omitted. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

In accordance with Rule J of Indian Ordnance Factories 
(Recruitment und Conditions of Service of Class III Personnel) 
Rules, 1956, the vacancies in the post of Supervisor Grade ‘B’ 
are required to be filled in the following manner: — 

(a) 33-1/3 per cent by appointment of qualified appren- 

tices recruited and trained in accordance with the 
provision of Appendix ‘B’, 

(b) 33-1/3 per cent, by promotion in accordance with 

the provision of rule 8 ; and 

(c) 33-1/3 per cent by direct recruitment. 

2. The vacancies in the Grade of Chargeman Grade II 
arc required to be filled in the following manner : — 

(a) 80 per cent by promotion of Supervisors, Grade ‘A’ 

in accordance with the provisions of rule 8 or by 
appointment of selected qualified apprentices re- 
cruited and trained in accordance with the provisions 
of Appendix ‘B‘ ; and 

(b) 20 per cent by direct recruitment. 

3. Similarly, the 80 per cent vacancies in Supervisor Grade 
‘A’ are normally filled by promotion including Apprentices 
recruited and trained in accordance with the provisions of 
training schemes und 20 per cent by direct recruitment. 

4. The representatives of All India Supervisors Association 
and AH India Association of NGOs have been representing 
from time to time in the past that their promotion prospects 
arc blocked by the direct recruits because the choice provided 
in the rules lead to a situation where practically all the 
vacancies were filled by apprentices under the Supervisory 
Apprentices Training Scheme. The matter was, tnerefore, 
reviewed by the Department of Defence Production and a 
decision was taken that 80 per cent vacancies should be 
exclusively earmarked for the promotees and 20 per cent, 
for the direct recruits. It was also decided that the appren- 
tices recruited and trained under the old Scheme of Technical 
Training of Apprentices and the Supervisors Grade 'A* and 
Chargeman Grade II recruited and trained under the new 
scheme for Technical Training of Supervisor ‘A' (On Pro- 
bation) and Chargeman (On Probation) will be adjusted 
against the quota earmarked for direct recruits i.e., 20 per 
cent. This decision is effective from 1-10-71 and has also 
been communicated to the All India Association of Super- 
visors and All India Association of NGOs. An assurance 
to this effect was also given to the High Court of Mahara- 
shtra. 

5. It is certified 'that by virtue of the retrospective appli- 
cation of the notification issued above, no one will be 
prejudicially affected.

184 of the Navy Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following regulations to amend the 
Navy Leave Regulations, 1970, published with the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence 
No. S.R.O. 285, dated the 16th June, 1970, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These regulations 
may be called the Navy Leave (2nd Amendment) Regulations 
1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the official gazette, 

2. Amendment of the Regulations. — -In the Navy Leave 
Regulations, 1970 — 

(1) in regulation 8, in sub-regulation (4), in clause (ill), 

the existing Explanation shall be numbered as Expla- 
nation 1 and after the Explanation as so numbered, 
the following Explanation shall be inserted, name- 
ly:— 

“Explanation!. — In case where the period of over- 
stayal is required to be adjusted against the follow- 
ing year's annual leave entitlement, the annual 
leave of that year shall be regarded as proportion- 
ately consumed for carrying oi|t the necessary 
adjustment. The grant of leave on compassionate 
grounds in the following year, if necessary, shall 
be dealt with under regulation 36” ; 

(2) in regulation 35,- — 

(i) to sub-regulation (3), the following Proviso shall 
be added, namely 

"Provided that the sick leave recommended to a 
sailor on discharge from hospital shall com- 
mence from the date following the date of his 
discharge from the hospital, whether proceeding 
to home direct or via his ship or establishment,”; 

tti) to sub-clause (ili) of sub-regulation (6), the follow- 
ing Proviso shall be added, namely : — 


(3) for regulation 44, the following regulation shall bo 
substituted, namely : — 

“44. Personnel undergoing courses of Instruction or 
on deputation in foreign countries.— Naval person- 
nel sent abroad on deputation or on courses of 
instructions may be granted leave to the extent 
and subject to the conditions prescribed by the 
Central Government from time to time."
